Commissioner Lobdell/Commissioner O’Brien 2°d made a MOTION to elect President Petersen as
the chairman pro tem for the meeting, and the MOTION carried without negative vote.

Public Hearing
Public Hearing on Draft Comprehensive Plan

Village Planner Mike Slavney provided an update on the Comprehensive Plan requirements in the
state statutes and outlined the Village of Fontana plan components that fulfill those requirements.
Slavney stated that the proposed plan for 2009 through 2030 calls for very slow population growth,
with only two large parcels identified for potential residential developments. Slavney stated that Map
No. 6 in the draft plan was corrected to depict the proper route for a potential Highway 67 bypass if
and when it is proposed. Slavney stated that the route is the same as what was depicted in the
expiring Master Plan. President Petersen opened the public hearing at 5:08 pm. Cindy Wilson asked
Slavney to highlight the changes to the public hearing draft compared to the expiring plan. Walworth
Town Board Supervisor Larry Austin asked for a clarification on the future land use map and the
territories that have been identified for continued agriculture use. President Petersen closed the
public hearing at 5:14 pm.
